Jarvis Warns 

Howard Jarvis, author of the Cut The Income Tax 
Initiative schedulecJ for the June 3 ballot, recently warned 
California voters to be wary of misleading statemeLOts con¬ 
cerning the initiative’s fiscal impact. 

Jarvis said, "As 1980 begins, the new year is sure to 
bring with it a plethora of reports and statements by poli¬ 
ticians and bureaucrats about how this initiative will top¬ 
ple California and bring about a new ‘Dark Ages’. Thi-s 
is the same ploy used against 13 and it will have the 
same lack of success now as it had then. 

“F’irst of all,” Jarvis continued, “everyone is gonig 
around saying that this is a $5 billon tax cut. It is not. 
CJurrently, the government is collecting taxes six months 
prior to their due idate. According to tlie Legislative Ana¬ 
lyst’s figures, the real annual revenue cut will be about 
$4.1 billion. That, however, was before the Legislature 
indexed the incxjme tax and eliminated the business in¬ 
ventory tax. Taking that $450 million tax cut into con¬ 
sideration, our initiative will cut only about $3.6 billion.” 

Jarvis added, ‘This $3.6 billon cut is only a one dimen¬ 
sional figure. It does not include any of the increascid 
government revenue which occurs after a major cut, just 
like* it occurred in 1979 after 13 passed. It also occurred 
nationally in 1963 after the Kennedy Administraticxn cut 
income taxes 25 per cent and it occurred in Puerto Rico 
last year after a major across the board tax cut.” 

“In addition, no credit is being given by the adminis¬ 
tration to the increa.sed sales tax collection, increased levels 
of personal income to tax, or the increased corporate pro¬ 
fits which will be taxed, once the people get the tax cut 
money to spend rather than the politicians. We estimate 
these increased revenues add up to $2.4 billion. 

“Finally, no one in California is talking about the 
wrvdfall $21.8 billion California will receive due to the 
decontrol of oil. During this decade the U.S. Treasury De¬ 
partment estimates a minimum $21.8 billion will be 
pumjted into tlie state's coffers, even If ga.soline prices 
level off. Governor Brown said he wants to use this money 
for 'ambitious new spending programs.’ Legislators don’t 
even talk about this money, and they apparently haven’t 
even considered returning it to the people,” Jarvis said. 

•If you ideduct from the $3.6 billion personal income 
tax cut we propose the increased tax revenues certain to 
occur when the income tax is implemented, the state wind¬ 
fall in oil taxes due to deregulation, and all the positive 
effects of the economic stimulation from the tax cut, in¬ 
cluding redueexi unemployment and welfare, you will find 
that government revenues next year — even allowing for 
continued outrageous inflation — will actually increase 
after Jarvis II passes. 

“BX'eryone shoulti also remember that the Bank of 
■America figures for the first full year after the passage 
of Prop. 13 showed 1979 to bo ‘the best year in the .history 
of California, the State’s economy ran well ahead of the 
national average.’ And Bank of America was an opponent 
of Prop. 13! 

‘‘Our proposal is a very moderate one. We could easily 
cut more. But I’m cautious, especially when the future of 
the national ecx>nomy i.s unclear. I confidently predict be¬ 
cause this cut is such a conservative one we can plan 
another reduction in taxes in 2-4 years. 

"Certainly any discussion of increasing other taxes to 
‘compensate’ for Jarvis II is absurd. Remember, in the Prop. 
13 campaign there were predictions of a ‘needr’ for a 12 
per cent sales tax if we won. What the Governor and the 
Legislature.._actually found out was that they could cut 
income taxes a billion dollars, eliminate the business in¬ 
ventory ta.x, index the income tax, and not increase other 
taxes! "The same thing will happen again with the pass 
age of our tax cut plan,” Jarvds concluded. 

Staffs Up, Kids Down 

TSie number of California school district employees 
(K-12) has increased by 17 per cent since 1970-71, the leg¬ 
islative analyst reported in early January, vChile school 
enrcdlment (ADA) has declined by nine per cent during 
the same period. 

The analyst said the personnel growth can be ac¬ 
counted for by a four per cent increase in teachers, a 6.1 
irer cent increase in administrators, a 43 per cent increase 
in noncertificated employees (including teachers’ aides), 
and a 27 per cent Increase in couselors, psychologists and 
otliers classified as ‘pupil sendee personnel.” 

The major reason for the growth In nonteaching staffs 
was the "availability of state and federal categorical aid,” 
noted the analyst. 

The report concluded that the current state law against 
exceeding specified administrator-to-teacher ratios, which 
provides fines for violations, does not necessarily limit 
administratve growth because “(a) administrative positions 
funder by certain categorical aid are exempted, and (b) 
reporting requirements do not insure a reliable estimate 
of the administrative time spent by coordnating ajid re¬ 
source teachers.” 

Jarvis II Certified 

The Sfxiretary' of State December 21 aruiounced the 
certification of the jared.s 'faxation Initiative for the June 
3, 1980 ballot. 

With 54 of the state’s 58 counties rep. , ilng in, the 
office said, the Jarvis amendment had a projected number 
of vaid signatures totalling 045,907. A total of 553,790 valid 
voter signatures were needed. 

llcAvard Jarvis and his organization of tax reformers 
submitted 820,155 raw signatures to qualify the measure.

“The rub,” Mrs. Hughes 
said, “is that the value cf 
future social security pro¬ 
tection is reduced. This is be¬ 
cause social security benefits 
are figured from a worker’s 
gross earnings, not take 
home pay.” 

When a person applies for 
retirement or disability bene¬ 
fits or when survivors of a 
dreased worker apply, all or 
the ear-nings over the work¬ 
ing lifetime arc considered 
when benefits are figured. 

‘‘There is no way of get¬ 
ting around the fact that 
lower earnings will mean 
lower future benefits than 
would have otheravise been 
paid,” Mrs. Hughes said.
